It is not necessary that such a" 
design should have been" conceived, 
or pre-existed in the mind for any defi- 
nite period of time anterior to its ex- 
ecution. 


"The purpose to kill is no less pre- 


meditated, in the legal sense of The, 
term, if it was deliberately formed but 
a minute preceding the act by which 
death is produced than if it had been 
formed an hour or other period of 
time before. The question of vital Im- 
portance la, -was the mind of the as- 
sailant at the moment of the killing 
so far free from excitement or passion 
as to bs capable of premeditation, as 
•before explained, and was the death 


of a deadly weapon by the party kill- 
ing is shown and the death is clearly 
shown In Hit; proof to have resulted 
from its use by him, it is a presump- 
tion of law that the killing w;is done 
maliciously—that is, that malice re- 
quired to support murder in the sec- 
ond degree." 


Heat of Passion. 


Judge Hart denned heat of passion 


as excitement, of such a nature 
as 


would obscure the reason of any ordi- 
nary man and render him liable to do 
an act which might cause death. 


"Previous threats by the deceased 


against the defendant, or acts of hos- 
tility toward him, or previous abuse 
of him, how violent so ever it may 
have been, or trespass upon his prop 
erty," continued Judge Hart, "is not 
such provocation as the law recognizes 
as sufficient to reduce an 
unlawful 


killing to manslaughter if the killing 
was done as such time as hart lapsec 
after these things had been done as a 
reasonable'person would have regard 
ed self-control, and a killing undei 
these circumstances would be deemet 
by the law malicious and not the re 
suit of provocation and therefore mur 
der. In other words, if there had beei 
sufficient time for the passion to cool, 
the provocation will not mitigate a 
subsequent killing to manslaughter. 


Continuance of Passion. 


"The question is - not whether the 


blow was actually struck in the con- 
tinuance of passion, but whether there 
had been a reasonable time for the 
passion to cool in the case of any ordi- 
nary person.. This must depend upon 
the circumstances of the 
particular 


case under investigation. 


"Involuntary'manslaughter is a case 


of killing where it plainly appears that 
death was not intended, but was the 


COURTS.

ITALY'S QUEEN IS ILL. 


Interesting Experiment With 
Motor 


Cars in England. 


London, March 17.—An interesting 


experiment was made by the war offio 
today to demonstrate the utility of th 
automobile as a means of rapid mil! 
tary transport to supplement the re 
sources of the railroads. 


Acting on the assumption that a hos 


tile army had landed at Hastings an 
the railroad was blockaded with troop 
trains, a relieving force of 1,000 me: 
with full war kit and guns was moved 
to the scene by automobiles. 
Some 


five hundred machines loaned by mem- 
bers of the automobile club picked up 
the 'men and their accoutrements at 
the various barracks and 
conveyed 


them to the crystal palace, whence the 
start was made. The machines trav- 
eled at the rate of twenty miles an 
hour over the hard frozen roads to- 
wards Hastings. The lighter cars with 
the men took the lead, leaving the 
heavier vehicles with the guns and 
stores to bring up the rear. 
Great 


crowds gathered along the route to 
watch the column, which was over a 
mile long. 
Arrived at Hastings the 


cars were drawn up on the sea front.

Rome, March 17.—Queen Helena is 


still suffering from the effects of her 
accident at Messina during the days 
immediately following the earthquake.

being cared for assiduously, but she is 
today obliged to carry her arm in a 
sling.

force her way through the doorway of 
the building with the purpose of com- 
mitting suicide.

Some Columbus Discoveries 


The representative of a foreign power at Washington once wittly referred to 


"the United States of Ohio." 
'. 


It was wit poisoned with sarcasm that hit so true that the minister was no 


longer acceptable to the Ohio-born administration and had to be recalled. 


But over in Columbus—in the "United States of Ohio—it is rumored that the. 


citizens can hardly be prevented from erecting a monument to the fellow Avho 
claimed that "the important thing isn't that Columbus discovered America, but 
that Americans have discovered Columbus. 


Anyway Columbus is a thriving city of nearly 150,000 population, and it has 


been using on its streets 2,100 municipal and 6.15 private company lamps. That is, 
Columbus is less than two and a half times as large as Fort Wayne and has from 
six to seven times as many lamps. 


Now, it has been claimed that Columbus lias really the lowest cost per arc light 


of any city in the United States, all things considered. 


It is for this reason that the investigating commissions .on lighting from, other 


cities gave, its records especial attention in. 1907, the Syracuse commission doing 
most thorough work. 


The Columbus municipal lighting plant was found to have an outstanding 


bonded debt of $482,000 and au expenditure on account of tlie plant of $473,637. 


The plant has nu reserve in generating capacity, and Columbus has been, in 


constant clanger of'sudclcu and total darkness hi case of any plant derangements. 
The outages of street lamps, hero and there, on account of the too limited plant 
capacity, have been a great source of public annoyance. 


During 1906, the cost of! operation, including depreciation at 5 per cent, and 


.interest at 4 per cent, on actual cost ol: plant,- was reported as $103,198, with 
2,075 municipal arc lamps in use, or $4!).50 per lamp. 


In the above, figures coal was reckoned at $1.35 a ton at a time when it cost 


$2.75 a ton in Fort Wayne; depredation was reckoned at 5 pev cent, when experts 
agree it should havo been at least 7 per cent,: and no allowance was made for ac- 
cident to plant, for insurance, for ovfrlv.'rul expense, for any part of the-expenses 
of the Columbus Board oi: Public. Service with its throe members at salaries of 
$3,500 and office expenses, or for the outages of lamps when lighting service is in- 
terrupted, for which a private company is made to rebate.

Yes, 
it is a hard saying, but It is a fact and 
'facts are stubborn things1 to 
deal 


•itli;' it does savor of religious in- 
olerance, but truth is necessarily in- 
olerant of error." 


Proving the statement by revelation, 
he speaker asked "What has revela- 
on to say?'1 and answered by saying, 
Go ye into all the world and preach 
10 gospel to every creature." 
"He 


hat believeth and Is -baptized diall be 
avert; but he that disbelieveth shall 
e condemned." 'The apostles hereby 
eceived a two-fold commission: (a) to 
reach the gospel to all nations, and 
b) to preach 
the 
entire 
gospel; 


Teaching them to observe all things 
vhatsoever I have commanded you.1 


"Is, then, one religion as good as 
nother?" asked the speaker iu con- 
luding his sermon. "Reason r.nd reve- 
ation answer no. ''There is but one 
rue religion, as there is but one God, 


gospel. Truth is one and indivisi- 


ile. It is conclusive, it never toler- 
ates' its opposite, as light banishes 
darkness. There is no reascn 
for 


jroadmindedness or latiiudinarianism. 
Truth cannot lio broarler. than truth, 
'or truth -is truth. There is no room 
!or different theories. Religion is not 
as a coat to be put on and off at. fancy 
or caprice. Jesus Christ 
yesterday

and Doctors on Bacteriology. 


In his address before the druggists 


and physicians who met jointly in the 
court house assembly room last night 
Dr. E. R. Darned, the noted Detroit 
bacteriologist, declared that diphtheria 
Is a curable disease and that tubercu- 
losis, yellow fever, smallpox and the 
bubonic plague are readily susceptible 
to treatment through anti-toxic serums.
